LESSON IN TOGO’S FIGHT, 


Torpedo Boats Useful Only When 
| Supported. by the Big 


Washington, D. C., May 30.—[Special }— 
The battleship remains supreme among the 
various types of men of war, ahd the tom 
pedo boat merely is a useful and necessary 
auxiliary. This is the opinion of every naval 
expert in Washington, including such mas- 
ters of the art of maritime warfare as Ad 
miral Dewey and Capt. Richard Wainwright. 
Admiral Dewey said today that the first Tes- 
gon of all fleet actions which have Deen 
fought during the Russo-Japanese war dem- 
onstrates the superiority of the battleship. 

“Without his battleships,” he continued, 
“Togo could not have achieved his remark- 
able victory in the Cotean straits. He used 
his torpedo boats as auxiliaries, and they 
appear to have been handled well, and to 
have delivered their attacks in a most dash- 
ing manner, We have not yet been informed 
what they actually accomplished, The Rus 
man ships may have struck mines, forall 
we know at this time.

Russia May Refuse Indemnity. 

When Count Cassini sees President Roose- 
velt tomorrow he may endeavor to ascer- 
tain the terms which Japan will make in 
case his government sues for peace. That 
these terms are known in a genefal way by 
the president is not doubted. But the Rus-. 
sian ambassador will strongly repudiate the 
idea of indemnity. Russia, it is learned, 
would prefer to cede territory than to pay 
money. An indemnity would be employed 
by Japan to create an enormous fleet. he 
believes, and the far eastern power would 
become the Great Britain of the Pacific. 

Russia never will surrender lightly her am- 
bition to gain an outlet upon the unfrogen 
Pacific. She is beaten back now, just as she 
has been beaten back before, but she has 
bided her time and advanced again, and it is 
said she will do so now. But to make this 
time as short as possible she does not want 
to provide the Japanege with the sinews of 
war—money. She would prefer, it is under- 
stood, to give up territory, though as little 
of this will be granted as possible, 

Japan’s Terms Specific. 

Japan on her side will not permit Russia 
to maintain a fleet in the Pacific. One of 
the terms she will make will be that all Rus- 
sian men of war at Viadivostok and neutral 
ports in China shall be surrendered. If this 
demand be complied with her navy will be 
further increased by one battleship, the 
Czarevitch, two large cruisers, twenty de- 
stroyers, and twenty transports and col- 
Hers. 

How much territory she will want on the 
mainiand remains to be seen. The island 
of Sakhalien undoubtedly will de surren- 
dered. That she will seek more is undoubt- 
ed. The fact must not be lost sight of, how- 
ever, a high government official pointed out, 
that Japan, which on Saturday was a na- 
. tion of some 48,000,000, Is today a nation of 
about 66,000,000, for, Corea belongs to her 
as certainly as the Philippines belong to 
the United States, and tomorrow, with Rus- 
sian territory she will have a greater popu- 
lation even than the United States.

§arvivors of Many Battles March 


in Honor of Their Fallen 
Comrades. 


“pageant of epochs passed through Chi- 
gos streets yesterday in commemoration 
of the deeds of men who made them. In the 

of the procession, as if to imbue 
those Who marched at their rear with a pur- 
pose to emulate them, waiked a tottering 
remnant of the disappearing Grand Army of 
the Republic—iong bearded, white haired 
waterans of an epoch making civil war. 

In the rearguard marched the stalwart, 

coated men who helped to make the 
geting of Cuba—veterans of another, though 
lesser, history making conflict. Between the 
two lines five regiments of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard, in glittering uniforms, and a 
battalion of regulars, swung along to the 
music of regimental bands. 

There were 8,000 marchers in the ranks 
and 250,000 Chicagoans thronged the side- 
walks to cheer the soldiers of day before yes- 
terday, of yesterday, today, and tomorrow. 

The parade was fifteen minutes late in 
starting, and the blame for the delay was 
jeatingly laid upon the shoulders of Gov. 
Deneen. The governor had brought with him 
from a spirited, nervous thor- 
oughbred, which he hoped would make up for 
the lack of the sunburst of colonele with 
which other.governors have sought to dazzle 
the populace, The governor's flery steed 
‘was automobile “ broke and elevated train 
“broke.” but it was unaccustomed to the 
cot the people.

of afl time. We have been privileged to 
Witness it. There have been many naval 
Contests which were decisive as to their 


fmmediate results; but which had no defini- | 


effect. Don John of Austria, in the 
bay of Lepanto, Nelson at Aboukir, Dewey 
in Manila bay won glorious victories, but 
these fights did not decide anything of the 
Grst importance. The fight in the Corean 
strais, like the battle of Salamis, the battle 
of Actium, the destruction of the Spanish 
armada, the British triumph at Trafalgar, 
Was Dot only decisive in its immediate re 
sults but it will also exert a powerful influ- 
ence upon the entire future history of man- 
kind. 
When Xerxes invaded Europe Greece 
Was just beginning to bring forth that won- 
Gertul civilization whose study has for 
centuries been a pleasure and a stimulus 
of the intellectual leaders of the west. The 
Greeks won at Salamis, and Xerxes was 
hurled» back into Asia. Suppose they had 
lost and the Asiatics had overrun Greece. 
Theres would have been no “age of 
Pericles,” no histories by Xenophon and 
Eterodotus, no dramas by Aschylus and 
Sephocies, no philosophies of Aristotle and 
Fate. There would have been no statues 
By Phidias, no orations of Demosthenes. 
Zuere can be little question that in that

Mr. Dalrymple is here by invitation of our 
mayor.

He will find many of his country- 
men here, and there are no stancher or 
truer men nor better citizens as a class than 
those who hail from the part of north

Mr. Dalrymple is here to instruct us in 
the municipal management of street rnil- 
ways. He cannot fulfill hie mission 
out getting a lot of information himself; He 
must have rubbed his eyes confusedly 
or twice since he first sighted the sta 
liberty in New York bay.

He even had the felicity of being 
“tied up.“ In short, Mr. Dalrymple had a 
variegated experience. He has learned 
mach that he did not know and forgotten 
nothing that he did know, so that he is in 
a position to tell us much that we did not 
know before he came,~if he will only be 
good enough to tell it. if 
Some of the things we should dike to hay 
Mr. Dalrymple tell us are these: ! 
First—Is there a water system in a i 
gow? If so, is it owned by the municipality, 
and is it entirely adequate to the wants éf 
the city? If it does not supply the wan 


rebate for water it does not furnish? . 
it pump about 75 per cent of wind and watér 
or does it efficiently perform the functions 
for which it was installed? 3 
If Glasgow hes learned how to operate 
its water plant properly we wish that the 
commissioner from that interesting city 
would instruct our city authorities in the 
way of doing something of the same 
in Chicago. We should like to have Mr. 
Dalrymple tell the mayor and his assistants 
how they can get enough water from our 
beautiful and ample.lake to satiate the 
thirst, and lave the bodies, and discharge 
the humble domestic du the inhabt- 
tants of Chicago at all seasons of the year, 
and all hours of the day, and how this can be 
dome at reasonable cost without any re- 
construction of the system as it now exists. 
If Mr. Dalrymple knows anything about it 
we should like to see how much, in his opin- 
ion, it would cost to put this ancient, broken 
down, obsolete water system in a complete 
state of repair, so that it will perform the 
functions for which it was originally in- 
tended and citizens may not be charged for 
water they do not get. | | 
Second Mr. Dalrymple may be able, de- 
spite his pressing duties and engagements, 
to inform us whether the streets of Giaszow 
are owned and operated by the people of 
the city or whether they are subject to the 
rule of mobs and rioctefs for prolonged 
periods. He may, without trespassing upon 
dangerous ground, inform us whether he 
ever knew the use of the streets in Glasgow 
to be interrupted for so long a time as six 
or eight weeks by disorderly and turbulent 
elements of the community that defied the 
mayor, the police, and the laws of the city 
and nation. | 
These are interesting questions that may 
have occurred to Mr. Dalrymple as they 
have occurred to us.

Frenchman Wins by 200 Yards. 

‘It looked like a good shift, too, for the 
first four miles of the journey. Chevrolet 
seemed to be all abroad at the turns. His 
machine slewed badly taking the sharp cor- 
ners, but he steadied down in the first one 
and one-half miles. Jay, who jumped in 
the lead at the pistol crack, maintained a 
lead of almost a sixteenth of a mile, setting 
in the second mile in 55 seconds.

That affair came near spoiling the day's 
sport.

A good 
start was effected, but the Frenchman did 
not like the. way his machinery was acting 
and he pulled up after the pistol shot.. Jay 
went on for three les, when he was 
flagged. It was announved subsequently 
that Jay was entitled to the purse, but that 
he had consented to run for it again. 


Jay Gets His Revenge. 
The track and part of the’crowd waited an 


hour and a half for Jay to refit his racer. 


The sun had set when the second start was 
made. The American shot to the front again 
and cut out a warm pace. Chevrolet lived up 
to it for two miles. Then he pulled up and 
limped home, pointing to a flat tire. Jay ran 
it out in 4:58. 

In his heat for the $1,000 purse Oldfield in 
going to the front carried Jerry Ellis wide 
and the nearest thing to a spill was narrowly 
averted. Oldfield led throughout. Earl Kiser 
was the nearest to him for eight miles, but 
had to give up second place.to Ellis. 


New Track Mark for Steam Cars. 

Jay made the pace in the final. It was an 
open question until the last half. The crowd 
seemed to have confidence in Barney’s ability 
to go to the front at will, but he never got 
there, and the Green Dragon was beaten a 
furlong in 9:49, which is a new track mark 
for steam cars. 

The handicap at one mile was won easily 
from scratch by Jesse Illingsworth in the 
Gray Wolf. Earl Kiser and Dan Canary 
fought it out for the place. 

Five started in the five mijes for touring 
cars listed at $2,000.
